This statement was made by Prof. 


Charles F. Himee, LL. D.. president cf 
the Cumberland Valley Historical so- 
ciety. 1'rof. Himes made the statement 


• in a talk on the work of newspapers in 


promoting moral and uncial 
efficiency 


in their respective localities, 
lie de- 


plored the criticism of newspapers by 
college men on the point of impurity of 
language. He said the average news- 
paper was more efficient than the aver- 
age college, aud that if the newspapers 
were run in as slip-shod fashion as the 
average college they would speedily go 
out of business. 


Prof, lliraes deplored also the tend- 


ency on the part of some college presi- 
dents n nil officials to neglect the finan- 
cial and business sides of their duties. 
-As a result, he said, many hundreds of 
thousands of dollars arc wasted each 
year in tho colleges and universities of 
America. 


"This same spirit," said Dr. Himcs, 


"extends to railroads. 
If the higher 


officials of railroads were to give the 
Earuo attention to the details of opera- 
tion of their roads that they do to 
financing and tbe juggling of bonds and 
watering of stocks, they would be amply 
able to pay the higher wage scales de- 
mande'd without considering the. neces- 
sitv of increasing freight or, passenger 
rates. The reason railroads do not pay, 
If they do not, lies in their lack of ef- 
iciency. 


"And newspapers appear to have cul- 


tivated the quality of efficiency more 
highly than practically any othe.r form 
of business. That is one of the many 
reasons why the loss of the present day 
newspapers will be one of the greatest 
possible calamities to the peopln of the 
luture."

Vastly Improves Them 


Mentally. 


MAKES BODY STRONG 


New York, Dec. 15. — Proof of the facts 


that many children in city schools are 
backward bccauao of being poorly nour- 
ished, and, conversely, that the provid- 
ing of breakfast for such children is of 
great value, is contained in a report 
read before the fourth international con- 
gress on school hygiene by Dr. Walter 
\V. Koach, a medical uupervJBor of the 
Philadelphia public schools. 


The experimental serving of break- 


fast is culled by Dr. Roach a 
"food 


The experiment 
was tried 
in 
the 


Wood public school, which is in a neigh- 
borhood' of poor families, many o£ them 
foreigners. There are about 350 pupils 
in the four glides and 
the 
special 


classes, and of these 113 were found to 
be under weight by an average of about 
nine pounds. It was learned that some 
of these children came to school with in- 
sufficient breakfasts and that others had 
no breakfast at all. 
The. "clinic11 was 


organized May 15, and was carried on 


11' June 13, four school weeks of live 
lys each. 
The food materials were 


rovided free by various persons and 
rnis. 
The breakfast consisted of cereal and 
.ilk, about a pint of milk for each child, 
here being a different kind of cereal 
ich morning of the week. At first some 
f the children, unaccustomed to "break- 
ast food," refused to sit at the table 
•ith the others, bul, in a few days all 
vere enjoying the meal. The children 
'eighed every Friday, and, without the 
nowledpe of the grade teachers, the 
eekly reports were used as the basis of

widely known, particularly in Western 
Missouri, as a mathematical prodijty, 
died recently ou the county farm at 
tattle Blue, following un attack of ap- 
oplexy irom which he did not regain 
consciousness. He was about 70 years 
old. "Kube" was committed to the farm 
by the county court iu 1U07. 


When ill health started his extraor- 


dinary power 
bcjpm to fail. 
Rube's 


birthplace was in Bath county, Ken- 
tucky, ajid hia family lived lor many 
years near Fayetteville, Johnson coun- 
ty, .Mo. 


If you Rave Rube the distance by rail 


bi'twecu two cities and the dimensions 
of a car wheel he would tell you almost 
us soon as the statement left your lips 
how many revolutions of 
the 
wheel 


wuuld be necessary to travel from one 
place to the other. If you called any 
number of columns of figures down a 
page he would tell you the sum as soon, 
as you reached the bottom. If you gave 
him the number of yards or pounds of 
nn article and the price, he would im- 
mediately return the total cost. 
He 


could keep up the performance all day, 
apparently without fatigue. 


A man relates au instance of Field's 


knowledge of figures. 
After 
having 


called several columns of figures for ad- 
dition he went back to the h'rst column, 
Bttyin" it was wrong and repeating it, 
purposely miscalling the next to the last 
figure. At once Field threw up his hand, 
exclaiming: 
"You didn't call it that 


way before." 


In addition to his mathematical gift. 


Field possessed the power of telling 
time. It is positively 
asserted that 


when he was awakened from a deep 
sleep, he could instantly tell tho exact 
hour and minute of the night. The thing 
was tested often with him in the day 
time. Your watch might be a little dif- 
ferent from the time he gave you. 
In 


that case, your watch was wrong, and 
that was a good time to set it. If you 
told Field how fur oil your watch was, 
and you usked him again next day 
what time it was, lie would tell you 
first the correct time nnd then the time 
by your watch. 


How the time feat was performed is 


as much a mystery as the process of 
Field's mathematical calculations. It is 
probable that he did not know himself 
how he did it. He cither would not or 
could not answer questions about it. 
Rapid calculators, men of study who 
by close application and short methods 
had become experts, sought to probe 
tun mysteries, but without results. 


Field's only appearance on any stage 


was many years ago. 
Great prepara- 


tions had been made and a large audi- 
ence was assembled. Rube's manager, 
in his announcement, said that in all 
other things save his wondrous mastery 
of iigures fields was little more than a 
fool. 
At this the eccentric character 


took umbrage, and exclaimed in a very 
decided way: 
"You are a fool your- 


self; I'm no fool!" lie rushed'off'the 
stao-e and could not be induced to re- 
turn. 


About the only use to which his 


mathematical ability ever was put was 
by merchants in making invoices. 


Rube could neither read nor write. 


All his calculations were made "in his 
head." 


Fields led a hand-to-mouth existence.. 


If he had only used hia gift, as most 
men would lie might have been immense- 
wealthy.
